The members of the park 
committee of the coun cil are Murray 
chairman , Ilodapp an d Roekstroh. 
The two committees hav e recen tly 
con ferred on the work that is con ­ 
templated. 
The committees hav e decided that 
would be adv isable to employ or 
secure the serv ices of an ex perien ced 
an dscape g arden er 
to 
make the 
dan s an d specification s to be follow­ 
ed in improv in g an d beautify in g the 
g roun ds. 
Part of the mon ey which 
was appropriated will be used for this 
mrpose. 
It is poin ted out that the 
complete plan can n ot la* carried out 
this summer, an d probably n ot n ex t 
y ear, but by adoptin g a perman en t 
outlin e part of the work can be don e 
each y ear an d it will be perman en t, 
leretofore n othin g defin ite had been 
don e an d frequen tly it was n ecessary 
to tear down part of the work that 
was don e the y ear prev ious.

*ettin g aside that day as an arbor 
an d bird day , an d urg in g the public 
schools to observ e the day an d the 
people of tlie state to plan t trees an d 
hrubbery on that day . 
A letter from Mr. Greathouse to 
the 
y oun g 
people, 
teachers 
an d 
school officials of 
In dian a, follows 
the g ov ern or’s proclamation . 
Then 
come sug g estiv e prog rams for rural 
an d city schools an d a li*t of sug ­ 
g estiv e topics for arbor 
day ex er­ 
cises. 
The letter from Mr. Greathouse to 
the school people of the state fol­ 
lows : 
The observ an ce of special day s in 
the y ear fails utterly of its purpose 
if tlie spirit of the occasion closes 
with the day . 
The object of Arbor an d Bird day 
i* n ot simply to plan t a tree, make a 
birdhouse an d otherwise dedicate an 
hour or two to the serv ice of n ature. 
The tree must be watched an d ma­ 
tured un til it has g rown larg e an d 
stron g , an d then it must be preserv ed 
fully to serv e man kin d. 
The bird­ 
house must be placed where it will 
in v ite n estin g birds an d where it will 
be g uarded from storms an d other 
destructiv e ag en cies. 
But ev en more than this, if the day 
has been , as it should be, the ty pe of 
man y other day s in the y ear, there 
should be tan g ible results in ev i­ 
den ce. The state should be richer in 
trees, shrubbery , the birds should be 
more n umerous, an d the farm er an d 
the town an d city dweller should sec 
a marked chan g e in the attitude of 
old an d y oun g toward the g rowin g 
plan ts un der their feet an d the sin g ­ 
in g birds ov er their heads. 
A g ospel of more an d better trees 
an d birds must be spread abroad ia 
this state, an d the boy s an d g irls of 
our public schools must be the mes­ 
sen g ers, makin g the lesson s of Arbor 
an d Bird day reach ev ery citizen , 
un til the triumph of this observ an ce 
is man ifest because all the people of

PREPARED TO FEED 
ARMY IN MEXICO 


Should the National Guard Be Ordered 
to the Border Arrangements Have 
Been 
Made 
to 
Furnish 
Necessary 
Supplies— Enough on Hand at San 
Antonio to Last Three Months. 


Everyone reads the Want Ads. 


The problem of provisioning an army 
of any size that may be sent to the 
Mexican border or into Mexico has not 
caused any uncertainty in the quarter­ 
master's department. 
The organiza­ 
tion and supplies are adequate for any 
emergency. 
Of the *120,000 troops in the United 
States army, according to military es­ 
timates, 30,000 or 40,000 are available 
for Mexican service, the remainder be­ 
ing either in colonial possessions or 
necessary for garrison duty within the 
country. There are about 129,000 men 
in the national guard, of whom possi­ 
bly 100,000 m ight be available. As the 
men of the regular army w ho might go 
to Mexico are already being fed through 
the quarterm aster's corps, the problem 
in their case w*ould be one of trans­ 
porting their supplies, which would 
mean no momentous difficulty. 
Using the more extensive work of 
feeding a large enrollment of the na­ 
tional guard as an Illustration of what 
wrould be done, Colonel A. L. Smith, 
depot quarterm aster iu New York, ex­ 
plained the methods and machinery of 
his department. 
He said the work 
would be done thus: 
If the president called for a large 
force of 
national 
guardsmen 
they 
would be mobilized in each state at 
some mobilization point already deter 
mined. 
Until the guardsmen of any 
state reached such mobilization point 
they would be fed bv the state author­ 
ities, but as soon as they were quarter­ 
ed at the mobilization point they would 
come under the authority and « are of 
the United States government. 
They 
would be fed through the quarterm as­ 
ter’s corps, the depot quarterm aster in 
each district taking charge of all of 
the men mobilized in his district. This 
would not present serious difficulties, 
Colonel Smith said, 1 et ausfe of the com­ 
paratively small number of men who 
would be at any one point. 
With Travel Ration«. 
After mobilization was complete the 
men would be sent to the border, each 
supplied with travel rations consisting 
only of sufficient food to last him until 
his arrival at whatever concentration 
point on the border he was assigned to. 
As soon as the time of arrival of men 
at any concentration point was known 
the depot quarterm aster iu San Anto­ 
nio would be notified, and he wrould 
provide food for the men upon their 
arrival. 
After all of the enrolled soldiers were 
In the concentration centers at the bor­ 
der their food would be supplied from 
St. Louis and K ansas City, which are 
the supply points for the southern de­ 
partment. The facilities for collecting 
food at these points are ample. 
The 
government now has monthly contracts 
permitting considerable increase for 
supplying the soldiers at present quar­ 
tered in the range of the supply de­ 
pots, and on these contracts sufficient 
food to provision a much larger force 
thau is at present on the border could 
be obtained. 
Furthermore, the quar­ 
term aster's organization of depots and 
purchasing agents is in perfect condi­ 
tion, it was said, and no difficulty In 
quickly buying foodstuffs iu the open 
m arket and in storing and transporting 
them is anticipated. 
Three Months’ Provisions on Hand. 
In the quarterm aster’s depots in El 
Paso, Columbus and San Antonio, ac­ 
cording to the officials, there are at 
present three m onths’ provisions for 
15.000 or 20,000 men, which means one 
month’s supply for from 45,000 to 00,- 
000 men. 
In addition to this, 100,000 
men could be supplied with food for 
three months’ use within twenty-four 
hours, the depot quarterm aster said. 
Colonel Smith did not think that 
there would be any difficulty in pur­ 
chasing food In the open market. 
He 
pointed out that, no m atter how many 
men went to the border or to Mexico, 
their going would mean just so many 
mouths the fewer to feed in the local­ 
ities w’blch they left. 
Higher prices 
or a shortage of food w ould not result, 
therefore, according to expectations. 
It was said food would be purchased 
for the most part in large cities where 
the effect of the purchases on the m ar­ 
ket would be almost negligible. 
Month’s Food For 25,000 Men. 
The amount of food necessary to 
feed 25,000 for thirty days, or 750,000 
rations, was estim ated in the depot 
quarterm aster’s office as follows: 
Fresh beef, ¡sSOjhK) pounds; bacon, 
75.000 pounds; flour, 843,750 pounds; 
dried vegetables. 100,000 pounds; fresh 
vegetables, 750,000 pounds; evaporated 
fruit, 00,000 pounds; coffee, 
52,500 
pounds; sugar, 150,000 pounds; milk, 
Cl,250 cans; vinegar, 3,750 gallons; pep­ 
per, 7,500 cans: spices, 2,025 cans; lard, 
80.000 pounds: butter or oleo, 23,500 
pounds; flavoring extracts, 1,400 bot­ 
tles; sirup, 7,500 gallons. 
In addition, these supplies would 
be necessary: Laundry soap, 30,000 
pounds; hand soap, 180,000 cakes; cau­ 
dles, 40,(XX) pounds; matches, 25,000 
boxes.
